ANOTHER SHOCK OF EARTHQUAKE 
IN SAN FRANCISCO, 


THE AOVERNMENT SHIPPING 
BILL. ; 


Lonpox, April 26th. 
Another shock of car thquake occurred in 
San Francisco. on Wednesday afternoon, 
lasting for one minute; it shook the walls 
of the ruined buildings, and was 
Oakland and Berkeley. 


The fact that tho prosent Governmont has 
introduced a Will following upon tho linos of 
thé recommendations made by Committees 
choson by tho preceding Government is a lappy 
promise of a general continuity of British 
policy irre-pective of party politics, nnd this is 
a valuablo factor in tha industrial’ development 
of the country.

passepger accommodation.. At present the 
Government authorities may compol ‘féroign 
ships (n comply with loading conditions, But -in 
the absenva of the dixcs on the side of the bhip-~ 
the “fryivg-pan;” to conform with TLloyd’s 
requirements, and tho “ gridiron,” indicating 
thy loud-line Bet by the Hoard of Trada—thera 
can bo no definite proof of tho dopth of immer. 
sion of 4 foreign ship. Three yeara hence all 
forvign ships will requiro to bave euch disoa and 
to ovnform with’ British regulations; but, in 
the avent of soy foreign Government on- 
foreing rules ‘curresponding with tho rhippiag 
legislation éf Britain, our Government ntay 
accept the compliance of any ship with the rules 
of the Governmont whose flag it flies, In this 
it is possible to recognise the beginuing of an 
interostional agreement upon maritime legis- 
lation. In the samo Shipping Bill the 
Governmont propoxe to effect improvement ia 
the condition of British seamen. In some ships 
the provisions aupplied are not only insufficient 
in quantity, but deficient in quality and variety, 
and the Bill will luy down 2. mioimum 
standard, ond will alsa determine thot certified 
cooks must be carried, All provisions, too, 
will be subjected {0 inspection by the Board 
of Trade, Another important proviso is that 
au ndvisory committee shall be appointed for 
Ure pur pose of consaltation as to new regulations, 
and on thix committee there will be reprosentives 
of theghipping interests. In the past the Board 
of ‘T'rade.bave blown hot and cold alternately 
upon the greatest of our industries, and it is 
probable that this committee may have ap 
important beoring apon the future, It will 
probably deal with the question of tho employ- 
tment of foreign sailors upon British ships, o 
source of anxiety to many, not only because it 
reduces the number of reserve men available for 
the Navy, but because itis an élement of danger, 
owing to possible inaccarscy in interpreting 
navigating orders, ‘Dbirty-tive yours aga the 
proportion of foreign to British sailors was ouly 
9 por cont.; to-doy, including amongst the 
British the Lascars—who are, after all, British 
subjects—the proportion is nearly 20 per cont, 
Of course, with ships trading between forcign 

orts it might be dificult always to get a 
British crew; and it ia proposed in the Bill 
that forcignors engaged must have sufficient 
acquaintance with oar language to understand 
the navigating orders in Mogland. The advisory 
committes, however, “will have set for it the 
problem of determining what ‘methods may be 
employed to offer greater inducements to Britons 
to become seamen, and if wise and moderate 
measures are proposad, we have Overy confidence 
that they will be loyally carried out by ship- 
owners.— Engineering.

AMATEUR DRAMATIO CLUB. 
PRODUCTION OF “A COUNTRY MOUSE.” 


In writing of the porformanoos of the Hong- 
kong Amatoor Dramatic Club, one ia usually 
placed in the fortunate position of having to uss 
only oxpresaions of piaise, and tha Jatest pro- 
duction of this yergatile combination being fally 
up to the standard of previous aiforts again 
mokes tho oritio’s task a pleasant one. Althoigh 
amateurs invariably acquit themselves bottor in 
the lighter pieces, it bog to bo admitted that 
“ A Country. Mouso” presents. more difficulties 
than tho typiesl comedy. ‘Tho rollicking wirth- 
fuluoss, which must bo natural to be effective, 
igubsontfrom Myr. Law's production, and the 
portrayal and expression of the gatire call 
as much for psychological study as histrionic 
ability. In that the principals were decidedly 
succeysful, though a little more swing, to quicken 
the performance, would have been desirable. 

When the ourtain rung up on Saturday 
night tho Royal Thootre ,was well filed 
by an assembly which, though prepared to 
extend indulgence to the artists, at the same 
time anticipaied on exodlient entertainment, 
And noulloss to say thcy were not disappointed.

_ LAWLESS SHANGHAT. 


A GAOL WARVER MURDERED. 


— 


The disdovory was made abont 9 am, on 
April 23rd of the body of Poter McCormack, a 
warder of the Shanghoi Municipal Gaol, under 
tirenmstances which undoubtedly point to: 
marder. P.C. Skillen was walking along tho 
Yangtsepoo Road and noticed an unusual crowd 
of natives gathored ona piece of waste land near 
the junction of Wetmore and Yangtsepoo Roads, 
almost opposite the Ewo Waste Silk Mil, He 
visited the spot and (here ascertained that the 
diacovore: tho dead body of 
foreigner byiog in a hollow on tho raste ground. 
Ho. immodiataly reportod the matter to Yaogtsa- 
poo Police Station andthe Consulate was noti- 
fied, with tho result that Mr. 3.0. B, Douglas, 
coronor, Visited the placy and viewed tho hody, 
aud by bis orders it vas rema 1 to the Fearon 
Road Mortuary. Mr, Willian. Palmer, another 
warder ot the Municipal Gaol, ilentifled the 
body as that of Peter MoUormack, a fellow- 
warder. The N.-C. Daily News reports :— 

Aw far as can be ascertained at present, Mx. 
MeCormack finished his duties at the Gaol on 
Saturday night and was thon free from duty 
nutil yesterday morning, put had to return to 
bis quarters by midnigit on Saturday and by 
10,30 pm. on Sunday. The deceased slept 
in hig quurters on Saturday night and at 
10.30 am. on Sonday loft tho premises 
with the supposal intention of | toking 
his usual Sunday morning walk.. Ho was 
sown in Shanghei during the ofterncon and 
shortly after tho dinner hour left Shanghvi 
and stated his intention of visiting the Yangtso- 
poo Police. Station. He was at Yangtsepoo 
‘Btation until about 9.90 pim.; and left there 
with the evident intention of returning to his 
quarters, ‘ . 

‘When found, (he body was. quito rigid, and 
death must have taken place somo boars before 
its dicovery. ‘Tho conditions under which 
the boy was founi lend one to believe that 
death was due to murder by strangulation. 
There. were signs of o severe struggle, and 
thero' was so tightly bound round the de- 
coaged’s neck ng to osuse suffocation o blus 
cotton waist band, commonly used by the coolia 
clues, ‘Tho ends of the sash had been stuff-d 
into the mouth of the deceased in order to stifle 
any outery.
